 (A) IN RECOGNITION OF THE CONTRIBUTIONS THAT HISPANIC 16 

AMERICANS HAVE MADE TO THE STATE, THE GOVERNOR SHALL PROCLAIM THE 17 

MONTH FROM SEPTEMBER 15 TO OCTOBER 15, BOTH INCLUSIVE, EACH YEAR AS 18 

HISPANIC HERITAGE MONTH. 19 

 

 (B) THE PROCLAMATION SHALL URGE EDUCATIONAL AND CULTURAL 20 

ORGANIZATIONS TO OBSERVE HISPANIC HERITAGE MONTH PROPERLY WITH 21
